tory by order of the General, Septem-j 
her 22, 1S40. 
During this same yearj 
Rent had served with the American; 
army of occupation in New Mexico 
captain of scouts. 
Four days after appointing 
Bent! 
governor, Kearney left New Mexico^ 
for California, leaving 
Bent in civil 
control and Col. A. W. Doniphan, an ­ 
other Missourian, in command of the

S. Troops in Santa Fe. 
Disgruntled Mexicans and Indians 


of the territory immediately began 
plans for a general uprising to regain 
control of New Mexico.

His genius in Indian W arfare 
was of the first rank.

Rent built Bent’s Fort on the Arkan­

It is an encouraging sign 
M>uri agriculture that an increasing 
number of farmers are giving careful 
attention to the system of cropping 
followed says M. F. Miller, chairman 
of the department of soils of the Mis- 
College of Agriculture. Ever:, 
who wishes to maintain thi 
fertility of the soil and make his farm 
pay a profit should give careful con- 
{deration to his cropping system. 
Experiments at the Missouri Ex­ 
periment Station show that a simple 
crop rotation in which clover occurs 
w,jll maintain the yields of com 
and 
wheat to the same degree as heavy 
applications 
of 
barnyard 
manur. 
where these crops are grown contin­ 
uously. In other words, crop rotation 
is* as good as manure in maintaining 
the yields of corn and wheat, provid­ 
ed thfci rotation includes clover. 
The type 
of rotation which one 
should adopt depends upon a numbei 
of conditions, but fertility 
mainten­ 
ance always calls for a legume crop 
sikh as red clover, sweet clover, soy­ 
beans, alfalfa, or other good legume 
onee in 3, 4 or 5 years. On many good 
farms one-third of the land is left in 
cdm, another 
one-third 
in 
small 
grains, and the other third in clover. 
This is a very satisfactory 
system 
frpm the standpoint of soil mainten­ 
ance. 
Where the land is thinner 
it 
may 
be 
necessary 
to reduce 
the 
amount oi-corn to one-fourth or even 
oiie-fifth the corn 
acreage 
on 
the 
farm. On the other hand, where the 
land is good the acreage of com may 
often be increased to one-half. 
It should not be understood from 
what has been said that a crop rota 
tion alone is sufficient to maintain 
fertility to a high point. 
It is really 
only the first step in fertility main 
tenance. One must also consider the 
matter of carefully saving and 
re­ 
turning the manure and the use 
o 
fertilisers 
where 
necessary.

course, lime is sometimes also need­ 
ed in order to make the legumes grow.

ance always calls fog a legume crop 
xikh aa red clover, sweet clever, soy­ 
beans, alfalfa, or other goad legume 
once in 3, 4 or 6 years. On assay good 
farms one-third of the land is loft in 
cdrn, another 
one-third 
in 
smell 
grains, and the other third In clover.
